2. Claims 3, 4, 8, 9, and 1 1-14 are allowed. 

3. Regarding claims 3, 8, 11, and 12, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest interpolating the value of a first color component signal 
based on the average value of the first and second color components.
